REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In accordance with the custom of the past and the law of the 
state, the school board present their annual report of the sever-- 
al schools in the town of Lempster for the year ending March. 
1,891: 

School No. 1 was under the charge of Mrs. H. F. Olmstead 
during the year, and the school has made good progress, and. 
done a good year’s work. The teacher worked to make the: 
scholars depend upon themselves and thereby be independent. 
students. In this school was a class in Geography, one in Nat- 
ural History, one in History of the United States, one in Physi- 
ology and Hygiene, one in Book-keeping, and a good class com- 
menced in Algebra the last term, and did a good work, as was. 
demonstrated at the close of the term. | 

School No. 2. There were two terms of nine and ten weeks. 
The first term was taught by Miss Kate Egan, and was a suc-- 
cess. ‘The second term was taught by Miss Kate E. Buxton. 
This was Miss Buxton’s first school and the scholars made good 
progress; the examination was excellent and showed conelu-. 
sively that she had spared no pains to make her first school 
successful, as it was. 

No. 3. There were two terms of nine and eleven weeks. The 
first term was taught by Miss Georgia A. Huntoon of Unity.” 
This is a small school and mostly small scholars. Miss Hun- 
toon succeeded in capturing the hearts of the little ones anda 
very pleasant school was the result. .In point of order we 
might criticise a little, but very fair progress was made. ‘The 
second term of eleven weeks was taught by Miss J. Amanda 
Leach of Newbury. Miss Leach is a veteran teacher, and her 
presence in the school room is-always marked with success. 
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School No. 4. There were two terms of ten weeks each un- 
der the instruction of Miss Addie C. Currier. An excellent 
school and good progress made, as was evident at the close of 
the term, which was gratifying to the patrons of the school and 
to all who have an interest in our educational progress. 

No. 5. Two terms of ten weeks. ‘The first term was under 
the instruction of Miss Kate C. Allen. Miss A. did some of 
her best work and good progress was the result. The second 
term was taught by Miss Kate L. Perkins of Marlow. This 
term, now in session, is attended by pupils from different parts 
of the town. Miss P. is energetic and practical in her methods 
of instruction, and from present indications we have reason to 
expect a profitable term. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


We are happy to be able to report that the schools have all 
been very successful the past year. They have not for a long 
time been in better condition for progress than at the present 
time. Many of the scholars of the town have arrived at the 
age that they realize the importance of an education and are 
willing to work for that end. They want and need the encour- 
agement of their parents and citizens generally and, also, the 
best instruction we can afford to give them. 

The free text book system has been a great help to make the 
school more interesting and efficient. ‘There have been some 
new studies introduced during the past vear, such as Natural 
History, History of the United States, Physiology and Hygiene, 
and these have proved of much interest and good to the schools. 

The report of the treasurer of school board, and the school 
statistics for the past year will be found with this report.
